Tioas the hall was ]ia< ke4 to its full 
capacity of 5,t)00, .md a larger number 
was uuablo to gain admittaiKie. Sena- 
tor SlitTiaau was givea a stirrina; ova- 
tion when he was escorted into the hall 
at 3:50 by Congressman Van Yoorhis 
«nd Judge Granger. Ex>Becret«ry Fos- 
ter, members of congress, seveiul candi- 
dates and others were cheered as they 
«nl«red, so that Chairman BoniMr had 
to rap hard for order previou to the 
prayer of Rev. Samuel O. Additou of 
Toledo. 

Colonel Bonner then introdnced Sen- 
ator John Sherman as the temporary 
ohftixuuuL His speech commauaed the 
okwett attention. 

After the oonclnsion of Senator Sher- 
man's speech the congtessional districts 
were called for the annjonoement of 
their respective members of the com- 
mittees. TIm oomoiittee on resolntions 
consists of 16 against the fiM ooisage 
of silver and three for it.

Sax Pradcisco, May 39.— A dispatch 
was feceived la.st night by the father of 

one of the passengers on the Pacific 
m.iil steamship Colima, from JIanzanil 
la, which read: "Saved. Will wire 
particulars later." The Oolima sailed 
Cor Panama and way porta on May 18, 
and this is the flnt news that anything 
has happened to her. Manzonilla 
half way between Son Bias and Acapnl 
w, Mfx The vessel at this date woult 
have l)een iu that vicinity. 

Superintendent Schweriu of the Fa 
:ific Mail tvmipany, a few hours lat» 
received word that tlie steamer Colim; 
had been wTecked oil the .Mexican coast 
He stated to an Assoeiated Press ro 
port<T that the Colima carried 1U-' peo 
pie, and only 111 ^' ■ v .saved. There 
were IU cabin p iss. ers, J7 steerage 
i;! Chinese and the eiew numbered 7»' 
.Most of the cabin passengers were bound 
through to New York. 

Among tlie cabin pas.oenger8 were: C 
H. Cnshing, (i. S. Cushing, J. L 
i'hornton. Miss Bessie Davis, George 
Fanell, Mrs. A. (Hock and child. John 
Stein. Mrs. Charles Thornton, Lonis H

The Colima was commanded by Cap- 
tain J. P. Taylor, and was an iron ves 
Bel of 2,900 tons. She was built in 187:) 
by Roach & Sons of Philodelnhia and 
was owned b7 the Paoiflc Mail oom 
pauy. 

The wreck occnrred between Man 
Bonilla and Acapoloo. The Colima car. 
ried a very heavy cargo of general mer 
chaudise. 

Superintendent Schwerin's itvorm^ 
tion is very meager. The message seat 
to him says the ship was wrecked May 
•21 and a ship's boat containiun five of 
the crew and 14 of the passengers ar 
rived at Manzaailla Tuesday. ^

The Snprome Court Will Hoar tbo Case 

Kurly In June. 

India.n -.vroi-iti, May 2a.— The state has 
sto.en a m.ii eh on Hoby and by a move 
of the attorney general and governor 
the suit against Buby will be argued be- 
fore the supreme court June 7 and a de- 
cuiou will tie rendered by tiie court dur- 
ug the week foUowiug that date or be- 
fore it adjourns for its summer vaca- 
tion. The oonrt adjourned yesterday 
until Jane 8, when it will oonvene and 
be in session coutiunonsly until June 
14, at which date it will adjourn until 
October. 

Yesterday being coll day, the Roby 
case was submitted by the court on cull, 
and on motion of cue attorney general 
the case was advanced and oral argu- 
ment set for June 7 and the appellees 
compelled tu file their brief on that day. 
Governor Matthews submitted a state- 
ment to the court in writing, wlueli 
was no doubt for the reason why t lie 
cause was advanced. But for tins 
move the state would not have secured 
a decision from the supreme eourt Ite- 
fore October and tho Roby races would 
have been held openly and without any 
possibility of legal restraint all sum- 
mer. The move was a. aorpviae to the

Over a tliindreil Lives Lust <MT tli< 
cinn .Shore. 

Madrid, May 29.— Word has reached 
here of Hm complete wreck ttf the 
French passenger steamer Dom Pedri > 
bound from Havre to Oorril, Spain. Slie 
struck the B.ijeos Corrubedo at 6 o'clock 
Monday evening, when her boilers ex- 
ploded, sinking lier iu a few minutes. 

One hundred and tliree iieojile i>er- 
ished and only were saved. The Doni 
Pedro had a valuable cargo ami many 
Spanish emigrants on l>oard. Tliey say 
the .scene was ho'rible in tii" extreme. 
In the confusion many of the passen- 
gers juinijeil overboard ami tried to 
swim asliore. 

When tlie disaster occurred the Dom 
I'edi'o was ut\ Cape Oormbedo, ou the 
west coast of (iidicia. 

The Dom Pedro was a ;{,0(H) ton 
steamer, and w.is engaged in running 
regularly between Havre and tlie Ar- 
gentine Kepublio, calling at Bor- 
deaux, France, ui;d I'a>^,l^'es aimI Carril, 
Spain, for freight and passen,.;ers. The 
latter were mostly einigr.mis Ixjund for 
tlie Argi jitiiie Republic or other ports 
of Soutli Aiueritsa. 

Uii lu r return trips the Dom Pedro 
was generally loaded with frozen meat. 
She left Havre on May 20 last with a 
crew of 4!) all told and with !»J pusseii- 
gers ou board. At Carril the steamer 
was to have embarked 200 additional 
passengers, but on her way to that port 
she was wrecked. 

The survivors have taken refuge in 
the little town of Villagarcia, in the 
province of Pontevedra. The rocks of 
Cobos, near Corrubedo, npon which the 
ill-fated vessel struck, u around the 
headland which forms the norlhem 
limit of the bay of Aroaa. 

The gunboat MaoMahon ^ been sent 
to the scene.

8to<ks. Kec'iitly there li.is been uu 
urgent demand for whe.it to make de- 
li veries. and the elevator fulks were sur- 
prised to find that there was au im- 
mense shortage of wheat in the ele- 
vators. Some persons estimate tlie 
shortage as high as •<!Ou,0(K) bushels, and 
even a higher t:>;urc is named. The dis 
covery of tho .^JlOltage led one ot the 
directors to throw 1,0 n) sh.ires nf stock 
on the market la.st week, and since then 
the price ban fallen from !f42to*i7 
share. The shortage is attributed to 
mismanagement rather thaa OKOked 
ness and theft.

Washkiotoii, May M.— The death of 

Secretary of State Walter Q. Qresham 

has cast a gloom over the city. Flags 
were lowered to halfniast on all pabln 
buildings and many bn.siue.-ss houses. 
Ollicial business wa.s for the time laid 
aside by the' higher officer of the gov- 
ernment and the members of oil offlcial 
circles, together with prominent jvople 
in private life, hastened to the Arling- 
ton hotel, where the (ireshams have 
made their home in this city, to leave 
their cards and messages of condolence. 

President and Mrs. Cleveland called 
early in the day, and were for half aa 
hour with Mrs. Andrews, the daughter 
of the dead secretary of state, and Mr. 
Otto Gresham, the (son. Afterward the 
president and several members of the 
cabinet had a conference at the White 
House to consider the arrangements for 
the ftmeral, and later in the day the 
president issued a proclamation paying 
a warm tribute to the character of the 
secretary of state. There was also a 
meeting of the diplomatic corps at the 
British embassy, where appropriate ac- 
tion was taken. 

Hundreds of telegrams expressing sor- 
row and condolence have been received 
from all parts of the world. 

The funeral ceremonies in Washing- 
ton wU) be of a semi-official character, 
as they will be held in the east room of 
the White Honae with the president and 
his cabinet, jnstices of the supreme 
court, ambassadors and ministers, repre- 
sentatives of the departments and the 
army and navy and others present, and 
all official businesf Will be aiuq^eoded 
for the day. 

Major General Ruger will commaud 
all of the military forces stationed 
about the Capitol, which will act as an 
escort for the funeral p.irty from the 
White House to the depot, where u spe 
cial triuu will bo in readiness to convey 
the party to Chicago. The train will 
leave Washington sliortiy after noon, 
atiii will liave on board President t'leve- 
biiiil ,ind all of Secretary Gresham's 
(■(jia a.;ues ot tho cabinet, whO Will fol- 
low tJie be«iy to the grave. 

The seven cabinet othcers, with As- 
sistant Secretary Uhl, who is acting 
secretary ot state, will otliciate as pall- 
bearers. If Secretary ui the Treasury 
Carlisle does not re.ieli the city iu time 
from Tennessee he will join the funeral 
party at some point on the route. Hon. 
Wilson S. Hissell, e.\ -postmaster general, 
has also been invited to ivccompaiiy the 
lemains to Cliicago. and it is expected 
he will .-(tart from hero. 

While the details of the ceremonies iu 
Chicago are yet incomplete, it is settled 
that brief services will be held on 
Thursday afteruoou at the cemetery, to 
which the body Mill be borne accom- 
panied by a iiiilitary escort, in harmony 
with the day aud Secretary Gresham's 
well known loyalty to his old time war 
associatious. The body will be placed 
temporarily iu a vault in OoKWOod 
oemetery pteding the deoiaion by the 
family tegaidiag lii ftul reatiiig plaoe.

A month or oo aro, the Fiscal Court of 
Bracken County issued an order to tear 
down tlie court house in Brooksville an'i 
build a new one. A temporary injunction 
was iasaed by the Olerk of the Bracken 
Circuit Court on petition of the .\ugU9ta 
people restraining the authorities from 
obejlDg the order of that oonrt, and 
a motion to dissolve this injunction was 
art;ued at Newport Monday before Judge 
Helm, by consent. 

The Brookville people were reprft- 
sented by Judge O'Hare, of Covington, 
and ex-Congressman John B. Clark, of 
Brookville, and the Augusta side by ^Ir.

JSetwecn tlie first <lay of June autl fimt 
daor pf August, County Superintendent 
Blatterman will be required by law to 
appoint one pupil an a beneficiary from 
tliifl coqn^ to the State AKricnltural and 
Meclvaoiral Colleisie at Lexington, and 
betwt'en July 1st and Peccnihcr 31st, 
he bati the rlxht to appoint four teachers 
or persoBs.prepafimt.to t«Mh, to the 
NonniU xSchuol com^je. 

Beneficiaries are those persona between 
the ages of fourteen and twent7>loar 
who are by h'\ selected* to represent 
their respective counties in the Ajjricul- 
tural and Mechanical College. 

Beneficiaries receive traveling exiAnses 
and are exempted from 'all chargw for 
tuition, matriculation, room rent in lur- 
mitoriee, fuel and lisihts, provided they 
remain at the college one consecutive 
colle>»iate year, or ten months. 

Beneficiaries are appointed on com- 
petitive ezamltaation. A Board of Ex- 
aminers is appointed for this purpose by 
the Superintendant of Common Schools. 
Results of examination are reported to 
the Superintendent, who from the data 
thus furnished selects the appointee. 
One appointment is made each year. 

Appointments for the college proper, 
viz: the agricultural, mechanical engi- 
neering, civil engineering, scientific, 
classical and veterinary courses are all 
valid for the term of years necessary to 
complete the course of study in which 
the appointee matriculates. This in- 
cludes the course in the academy. 

Each aiipoiiittfc is reiiuired to pass an 
entrance examination at the college on 
aabjeota oompriping all that is embraced 
in arithmetic, English (^'rammar, geogra- 
phy and United States history, in the 
■common school course. 

All persons are eligible between the 
:ages of fourteen and twenty-four, who 
have completed the common school 
•coarse— prefocence being given to young 
men or women whose means are limited, 
to aid whom the proriiion Is specially 
intended. 

APPOIMTXm TO VOBMAL SCHOOL COUBSK. 

The law makes provision for the ap- 
pointment of four teachers or persons 
preparing to teach, each year. Appoint- 
ments to the Normal School are tenable 
for one year. Traveling expenses, ex- 
emption from all chargee for tuition, 
matriculation, room rent in dormito- 
ries, fuel and lights, provided they re- 
main at college oneconaeoatiyecoUefciate 
year, or t^n months. 

Applicants for appointment are ex- 
amined by a Board of Examiners ap- 
pointed by the County Superintendent 
•on subjects transmitted by the facolty, 
■vis: upon arithmetic, English grammar, 
United States history and geograpliy. 
They should be not less than seventeen 
years of age. They are also required to 
pass the entrance examination at 
the college. They must likewise bring 
certificates of good moral character. 

Matriculates in the Normal School will 
'be required to sign anoldijjation to teach 
in the common sciioola of Kentucky for 
as many months ai they reeeive free 
tuition.
